Bay Shore or San Bruno road, 
which has come in for considerable 
criticism the past few months because 
of its many sharp and dangerous turns, 
the absence of guard rails at places 
where the road borders high banks, 
and the lack of safeguards against its 
slippery and dangerous condition dur¬ 
ing the winter months, was brought 
to the attention of the county super¬ 
visors at their meeting Monday. A 
letter addressed to the board and 
written by E. L. Hoag of Hillsborough 
was read, in which the dangerous 
places on the road were pointed out. 
The letter did not mince matters, but I 
stated plainly that the construction 
of the road was a piece of “poor, en¬ 
gineering.” Mr. Hoag stated that he 
understood the State Automobile As¬ 
sociation plans to take up with the 
county supervisors the reconstruction 
of this road. 

Some weeks ago the Chamber of 
Commerce of South San Francisco 
brought to the attention of the super¬ 
visors the fact that during wet 
weather much of this road and espe¬ 
cially many of its sharp turns became 
very slippery and dangerous because 
of the mud that ran down from the 
overhanging banks. - The Chamber 
suggested the laying of concrete | 
shoulders at the turns to prevent ma¬ 
chines skidding and, perhaps, plung¬ 
ing down over the bank, which in 
many places is high. The recent 
death of a young Redwood City 
woman on this road is believed to be 
directly attributable to the lack of a 
guard rail at a turn, which turn the 
driver of the car did not see because 
of a fog.

also a favorite drive because of the j 
beautiful views it affords of the bay.

GEO. WALLACE 
PASSES ON 
SUDDENLY 


WELL-KNOWN SOUTH SAN ERAN- 

CISCO RESIDENT STRICKEN AT 

RANCH NEAR SANTA ROSA; 

LIVED HERE MANY YEARS. 

George Wallace, a welLknown 
businessman or his city and a resi¬ 
dent of South San Francisco since 
1896, died suddenly at his ranch near 
Santa Rosa Thursday morning. Tlie 
cause of death was heart trouble, in¬ 
duced by excitement and exertion of 
fighting a fire. Mr. Wallace, who had 
suffered from heart trouble for some 
time, had been feeling as well as 
usual apparently up to within a few 
minutes of liis death. Thursday 
morning he had been working on his 
ranch burning weeds and brush, and 
evidently exerted himself beyond his 
strengtli in keeping tlie fire from 
spreading. He had also inhaled con¬ 
siderable smoke when, feeling sud¬ 
denly exhausted and ill, lie seated 
himself to rest and died within a few 
minutes. 

Mr. Wallace had been a resident of 
tills city for many years. Since 1914 
he had lived with his wife and chilr 
dren at the Veranda Hotel, which he 
purchased that year. Resides liis 
widow he leaves four children, two 
sons, George .and William, aged 12 
and 10, and two daughters, Mrs.

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JUSTICE’S COURT 

HAS MANY CASES 


The mill of Justice of the Peace W. 
J. Smith’s court has been grinding 
an unusual amount of grist the past 
two weeks. The majority of the 
cases have been for violations of the 
state fish and game laws. Last Satur¬ 
day Giovanni Ciarlo and Bertoto Mio 
Ciarlo, brothers, were up before the 
judge for killing protected birds. The 
two men were from San Francisco 
and each was fined $25, but in con¬ 
sideration of Giovanni’s having lately 
been released from a hospital after a 
long illness, his honor remitted $15 of 
his fine. 

Monday morning Mario Perando 
and Frank Filippi were each fined $15 
for killing shore birds; Fred Havecker 
paid $15 for the same offense, and 
Edward Tomei enriched the court’s 
exchequer $25 for the birds he had 
killed. Tomei seemed to have a mania 
for meting out death to anything in 
feathers that came his way, as he had 
a large and varied assortment of dead 
birds in his possession when he met 
the watchful game warden. Two 
others fined $25 each for killing pro¬ 
tected birds were A. Simonetti and 
G. Ferrari. The case against Victor 
Paoletti was dismissed. Game Warden 
Jack Burke appeared against all the 
offenders. 

Another case that came before 
Judge Smith Monday was that of 
Arthur Charlson, who appeared on 
the complaint of Robert Green, the 
charge being disturbing the peace. 
The two men, both colored, are 
neighbors living near the Veranda 
Hotel. Sunday morning Charlson was 
trying to sleep, as the story was told 
in court, while Green persisted in dis¬ 
turbing him by building a chicken 
coop near by. At last, finding remon¬ 
strances vain, Charlson armed with a 
hatchet pursued his neighbor into his 
own home with the avowed intention 
Of cutting off his ears. Judge Smith 
thought $25 about the proper sum for 
Charlson to leave in the city treasury 
for his offense, and Charlson paid. 
During the hearing Charlson also de¬ 
clared that his slumbers were con¬ 
stantly being disturbed during the 
night by the “coughing and sneezing” 
of Green’s poultry. 

Complaints have been filed with 
Judge Smith by E. Allemand against 
Charles Linde, both residing in Visi- 
tacion Valley. The action is to re¬ 
cover $42.95 alleged due on a debt. 

In another action Andre Occcelli of 
San Francisco Is the plaintiff against 
Pietro Barateri of South San Fran¬ 
cisco. The complaint alleges money 
in the sum of $230 is due Occelli for 
wages. 

The case of Frank Stewart, pound- 
master of San Bruno, against whom a 
charge of battery has been brought 
by Thomas Forster of Lomita Park, 
will be tried in Judge Smith’s court 
in this city November 28th before a 
jury. The case grew out of an alter¬ 
cation between Stewart and Forster’s 
sou, whom tiie officer alleged was 
leading a cow on the sidewalk. Fors¬ 
ter senior took part in the argument 
and charges that Stewart struck him.

DR. DOLLEY THINKS 
GOOD TIMES COMING 

Dr. F. S. Dolley, who is just back 
from a trip through the East, talks 
entertainingly of things as he found 
them in the big Eastern centers. 

“’J’here seems to be an enormous 
amount of travel just at present," the 
doctor stated this morning. “At every 
city we visited the hotels are crowded 
to such an extent that it is difficult to 
secure accommodations. Prices for 
everything are very high indeed, even 
higher than in the West. Sugar is 
hardly to be had at any price. It is 
never put on the tables and only sup¬ 
plied at restaurants on special re¬ 
quest. Industries where no strikes 
are on are working overtime, with a 
great demand for manufactured arti¬ 
cles. There is a general sentiment 
throughout the East that the con¬ 
servative element in labor is getting 
back in control and that labor condi¬ 
tions will shortly begin to mend. I 
met very few who took any stock in 
the ‘revolution’ that agitators are in¬ 
clined to talk about. The general 
sentiment that labor conditions will 
begin to improve shortly is strong. 
There is plenty of work everywhere, 
but the many strikes are keeping a 
large number of workers idle. There 
is a pronounced inclination in manu¬ 
facturing circles to build manufac¬ 
turing plants in the West where raw 
materials are obtainable, and thus 
save high freight rates. I believe this 
inclination will result in great benefit 
to manufacturing centers here. Sum¬ 
mer crops through the middle states 
seem excellent.

The soundest of the advice was 
this: “When there is a,big thing to 
go after and you can’t go yourself, 
send a better man.” 

One of the great mistakes of busi- 


to make a cheap man do a good man’s 
job. 

Many a sale has been lost; many a 
profit lias been thrown away because 
the man sent to do the job wasn’t as 
big as the job required. 

In the ordinary walks of life you 
hire a man to do something because 
of one of two reasons: Either you'do 
not want to do it yourself or the man 
can do it better than you can. 

The man you pay to cobble your 
shoes is a better shoemaker than you 
are. 

The man who paints your house is a 
better painter. 

The man who drives your automo¬ 
bile is a better driver. 

Why, then, should you hire a man 
to do business for you who knows less 
about it than you do? 

This does not mean that young men 
should not be taken in and trained in 
your business. That is a necessity. 
But one of New York's best known 
business men coined for himself and 


will last twice as long as when rea¬ 
sonable precautions for preserving 
the leather are neglected. 

Grease or oil should be applied to 
the shoes whenever the leather begins 
to get hard or dry. The shoes should 
be brushed thoroughly and all dirt 


ness is trying to save money. Trying j-and mud that remains washed off 
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with warm water, the excess water 
being taken off with a dry cloth. 

On dress shoes or polished shoes 
use castor oil and apply lightly at 
night to the dried shoe, rubbing the oil 
into the leather well, especially along 
the welt or where the shoe is sewed 
to the upper. Polish the next morn¬ 
ing. Tan shoes are, of course, slightly 
darkened by grease and oven by 
polish. Do not apply any oil or grease 
on rubber heels or composition soles, 
since such application is unnecessary 
and injurious. 

Work shoes which are not to bo pol¬ 
ished may be greased with neatsfoot 
oil, fish oil and tallow, vaseline, or 
petrolatum. The oil or grease should 
be about as warm as the hand can 
comfortably bear, and should be 
rubbed well into the leather, espe¬ 
cially along the welt. 

’ If it is desired to secure greater 
water resistance than the above oils 
and greases will insure, a heavy 
dressing or greasing with either of

14 pound of neutral wool grease (get 
from drug store),

Very good water resistance can be 
secured by adding beef tallow to any 
one of the oils or greases mentioned 
above for greasing work shoes. In all 
cases each mixture should bo melted 
together by wanning carefully nnd 
stirring thoroughly. Better penetra¬ 
tion is secured if the grease is applied 
warm, but it should never be hotter 
than the hand can bear. The greased 
shoes should be left to dry over night 
in a warm place. The edge of the sole 
and the welt should be greased thor¬ 
oughly, as too much grease can not 
be applied to these parts. Any one of 
tho above mixtures should be applied 
warm to the solo of tho shoo, thus 
increasing its durability, pliablity, 
and water resistance.

AND VICTORY BUTTONS 


UP TO HIM. 


The Zone Finance Office, having 
practically completed payment of the 
| $60 bonus due enlisted men of the 
j army who received an honorable dis- 
’ charge therefrom, involving approxi¬ 
mately 2 , 000,000 claims, is now anx¬ 
ious to complete, the payment of the 
I addltinal travel allowance under an 
act of Congress, approved February 
| 23, 1919, which authorizes the War 
Department to settle all claims for 
the lM>-cent from place of discharge 
to point of entry into the military 
service, also an additional 5 cents to 
actual bona fide home or residence at 
date of discharge when same can be 
determined from the affidavit of the 
soldier and veriefied dby his original 
service record on file in the adjutant- 
general’s office. 

Men discharged from the service 
since November 11, 1918, ONLY are 
entitled to the additional travel allow¬ 
ance. 

A blank form of application, which 
includes the necessary affidavit for 
the additional travel pay, may be ob¬ 
tained from the United States army 
recruiting officer, 660 Market street, 
San Francisco, Calif. This affidavit 
when accomplished must be accom¬ 
panied by a true copy of soldier’s dis¬ 
charge certificate, certified as such by 
the recruiting officer ONLY, or the 
original discharge certificate, the lat¬ 
ter to be returned with the check. 
Claimants are advised that the use of 
the copy will eliminate the possibility 
of the poss of the original.

To suy the least, suits for full have 
been presented In greatly varying < 
styles, much to the satisfaction of ^ 
women who aspire to looking more 
slender than they really are, as well as 
those whose aspirations are all In the 
other direction. In spite of the per- 
slstence with which fashion artists 
draw attenuated ladies, in writhing 
poses, for our admiration, women con¬ 
tinue sensible enough to object to 
looking angular and skinny. The de¬ 
signers of suits have been kind and 
there are new models for the too slen¬ 
der and the too stout figure. The pos¬ 
sessor of a “model thirty-six,” or any 
other model of good proportions, can 
choose any of the vurious styles. 

At the right of the two suits, shown 
in the picture above, is a model that 
will simply shave off pounds from the 
stout figure. Long and gently curving 
lines, almost unbroken from head to 
heels, are cleverly calculated to de¬ 
ceive the eye and smooth out the sharp 
curves In stout figures. American wom¬ 
en having Insisted on longer skirts, 
Paris accepted their decree, and this 
suit tnkes advantage of the mode to go 
to an extreme of it.

In this coat the 
choker collar is made of opossum fur 
and arranged to fasten up about the 
chin. In the other suit, fur is left out, 
but the popular choker collar Is re¬ 
tained, ninde of the fabric and decor¬ 
ated with cnrefully done embroidery. 
For the blouse suit, one of those new 
cloths that have a silvery sheen, due 
to a napped surface of grny tone 
(which is used with all colors) looks 
particularly well with the gray tones 
In the fur collar.
